because if every candidate were 


i permitted to rnn. or to place tii«

' percentage of the votes of any en- 
tire state, town, or district, would 
be needed to e'ect an ofiee holder. 
In this way the government might 
cease to be representative, in any 
degree, of the majority of the vot-

MAKING TROUBLE 


The Unemployment Conference ha- apparent ly 


reached the point of breaking over the question of the 
i-epeal of the Adamsou Law. We are not surprised that 
something of thi- kind -hould occur because there are al- 
ways some people appointed upon such a conference 
who cannot see that for that particular occasion mat- 
ters upon which there are such seriou- difference? should | 
be eliminated from the discussion. 
, 


The repeal of the Adamson Law will not solve the | 


unemployment problem, nor even >tart to. It should i 
be repealed, but it should not be injected into a confer-, 
ence and used to smash things up either by tho>e who 
favor its repeal or favor its continuance. We were op- 
posed to the Adamsou Law at the time it was passed, 
not because of the character of the measure, but because 
duress was used to put it through, and we don't believe 
that anything permanent can be accomplished by a club. 


We predicted, at the time it was passed, that it 


would be repealed because of the methods used in i*s 
adoption. We are not anxious to see our prophesy ful- 
filled, and we did not state it because we desired it. but 
because of the apparent fact that it was being forced be- 
yond public sentiment. 


At the same time we believe that this conference 


could find measures that would be tremendously bene- 
ficial at this hour upon which the members of the confer- 
ence could pretty well agree. One is lead to doubt tho 
good faith and the sincerity or else the wisdom of those 
who will sacrifice, at this hour, the value that might be 
'obtained by the union of forces in order to bring some 
measure to which they have serious objection into ih<^ 
lime light. 


We have no doubt but what Mr. Hoover in endeav- 


oring to prevent publicity of their differences will try 
to have them eliminate from their discussion or at lea^t 
eliminate from an attempt to force upon the conference 
a proposition upon which there would necessarily be so i 
serious a difference of opinion.

What the public is looking for is a way that would i
